Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's counsel requested clarification of the rejections, 
particularly those portions of the reference cited for crushing of the crush ribs. The Examiner asserted that Curtis 
teaches providing a particular glue thickness and modification of the groove for keying the insert to the channel. The 
Examiner further asserted that when Pettersson's crush ribs are placed into the channel of Curtis, that the step of 
insertion of the reinforcing insert into the channel would cause some degree of deformation of the tips of the crush ribs. 
Applicant's counsel disagreed and argued that this would defeat the stated motivation of providing a particular 
thickness or increasing the surface are for bonding. A proposed amendment to define the size of the insert to be larger 
than the distance from the top of the crush rib to the top of the channel was discussed in order to distinguish the 
claimed method from the prior art, but no agreement was reached. The Examiner agreed to consider further remarks 
in the written response .
